Conducted at Fantasticon, Los Angeles, CA, 
August 3, 1996, by Cecilia Andrew. 


The Centaurian Sentinel: | was wondering 
when and how you decided to become an 
actress? 
Julie Caitlin Brown: | started as a singer. 
When | was 3 years old, I've been told. this 
by my mother and | kind of remember, | 
used to crawl into the sink and sing “Join 
the Julie Fan Club” into the mirror. | start- 
ed performing, singing when | was a small 
girl and that led into musical theatre, and 
that led into commercials and television, 
and then Broadway. | just love performing. 
CS: So you always knew you wanted to be 
a performer? 
JCB: | always knew. 
CS: How did you end up involved in B5? 
JCB: There was the original actress for 
Ko’Kath which was the first assistant to 
G'Kar. She did one episode and could not 
wear the red lenses, which unfortunately if 
you can't wear them, then you can't play 
the character. She left the show, and then 
another actress was hired. | had audi- 
tioned for the show a couple of times and 
Mary Jo Slater knew me, so... . 

| actually auditioned for the role of 
lvanova . . . and so | got a phone call at 10 
o'clock on a Tuesday morning. The actress 
who was cast as Na’Toth was having a 
claustrophobia fit and ripping the makeup 
from her face. They said, “Will you please 
come over. We have a job for you. We 
have five episodes for you. If you do the 
first one and it's comfortable, they're 
gonna give you five episodes with the possibility 
of the series.” So | showed up at one o'clock on 
the set. They did a make-up test. They handed 
me five scripts, two tapes. | had a long meeting 
with Joe Straczynski about who the character 
was. | went home and did my prep work. | 
showed up the next day and did “Parliament of 
Dreams”. That was intense. 16 scenes and | 
had one day to prepare. 
CS: Would you like to come back as Na’Toth if 
it worked out? 
JCB: | would like to come back as Na’Toth 
because they made some changes to the make- 
up. | love the character, | love everyone on the 
show, and it’s incredibly fun to play science fic- 
tion because there are no boundaries, every- 
thing is out there for you, and you can make a 
lot of wonderful choices as an actor. But it 


would have to work for Joe Straczynski. He has 
said he would like for me to come back, and 
we'll see. 

CS: When your character left, she kind of dis- 
appeared off to Narn Homeworld. Was that 
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Na’Toth — Ambassador G’Kar’s Second Assistant 


something JMS had written, or did you have 
another commitment? 

JCB: Well, this is very funny, but sitting right 
down here from me is Mary Kay Adams who 
was playing Na'Toth those two episodes [as a 
replacement]. When | left the show after the 
first year, they hired Mary Kay. She is a wonder- 
ful actress, and she's actually going back on 
Deep Space Nine as a Klingon because the Trek 
people at Paramount love her work. There was 
just a disagreement on how Na’Toth was played. 
| played it one way. She played it another. Joe 
said this is not the way that | envision this char- 
acter, and they parted. She left the show. And 
so he had to make a reason for her not being 
there, so they sent her to Homeworld and she 
is presumed dead at this time. There you go. 
She's presumed dead which means that you 


never saw her die on camera, so she could be 
dead or not dead. 
CS: |f you did come back, what would you like 
to see your character get to do. 
JCB: Well, this is a good question. | would like 
to see . . . there's a couple of possible story 
lines . . . I'd like her to have been in the 
Narn resistance. Going underground in the 
Narn resistance trying to bring back, which 
is her main intent, which was my main 
intent as an actor with this character; that 
thousands of years ago it was a female run 
planet, and when they were attacked by the 
Centauri they went to a military planet and 
the men took charge. There was a scene in 
one of the shows where G'Kar asks me 
“What do you believe in?” and | say, “Myself, 
Ambassador.” And really what | meant when 
| said that, | talked about this with Joe, is 
not that | believe just in me, but that the 
essence which is the spiritual part of me, is 
what | believe in. | was very careful with 
G'Kar because at first when | came | didn't 
really like him because he just seemed like a 
politician to me. And then | saw a side of 
him when we had been attacked that 
brought us closer together. In “Chrysalis”, 
the scene where | come and tell him that 
the outpost has been destroyed, 10,000 of 
our finest warriors killed - when we went to 
do that scene we were both in tears. And 
we both said that this is the one thing that 
unites us . . . that we love our people. And | 
gained more respect for G'Kar. Before he 
would never take a stand . . . he was total- 
ly being a politician and riding the fence. | 
thought that my character was going to 
push the envelope, so I'd like to see her come 
back and push him to make more decisions to 
fight for his country, fight for his world. And 
then go head to head with Londo or head to 
head with G'Kar. | guess a big battle. 
CS: How about favorite episodes? 
JCB: Two: “Parliament of Dreams”, ‘cause that 
was my first, and that was so much fun to do, 
and “Deathwalker” . . . because . . . here's a 
funny story. The woman who played Deathwalker 
is Sarah Douglas. She’s a wonderful actress. | 
was her stand-in on Falcon Crest twelve years 
ago, and she came and guest-starred on the 
show, and | got to kick her butt, and we're good 
friends, so it worked out really well. (laughs) 
CS: Any good inside stories on any of the 
people . . . embarrassing moments . . . 
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JCB: Well, | remember having “skirt day” on 
the set. That meant that all the male people had 
to wear skirts. The crew did that, but my outfit 
was actually leggings and a Roman type 
Centaurian skirt. | decided to show up in just the 
skirt part for my run though, which is a blocking 
sequence before we actually shoot. We had this 
director who was kind of uptight, so | said | was 
going to do skirt day. | had on my underwear 
and the skirt, no leggings, and the thing's short, 
and my boots . . . and walked in. . . it took him 
a minute to realize what | had done, and he 
looked at me and he was so pissed. (laughs) 

| identify with the show's themes and charac- 
ters in a very personal way. When | was a 
teenager, | had to wear a back brace for scolio- 
sis, 23 hours a day. During that time | realized 
how separated | felt from other people. That 
because | was different, and afraid of being dif- 
ferent, | lost my connection with others. BABY- 
LON 5 is about differences, how to live with 
them, and hopefully, how to come to appreciate 
them. Through all of the storylines, we see each 
other's similarities, our hopes our fears, our 
passions, and it becomes clear that it is the fear 


of ourselves that keeps us separate and on the 
attack. Joe has done a beautiful job of reminding 
us that in some way we are all connected. | 
relate to that journey of discovery, and enjoyed 
the unfolding of ideas from Joe’s brilliant mind. 
Currently | am getting ready to record a CD of 
my own original music. I've been performing 
locally with a couple of other musicians. l'Il be 
appearing at the American Cancer Society 


Julie Caitlin Brown really enjoyed working on 
BABYLON 5 and hopes that she will have the 
opportunity to return in her role of Na’Toth. 


Benefit, Take a Chance with the Stars, in Los 
Angeles. Also, | just finished work on a movie of 
the week for NBC, Murder Live, where | played 
Julia Cafferty, a network news anchor. It should 
be out sometime in October. 

One of my favorite parts of doing the conven- 
tions, is the opportunity to really get to know the 
fans. | believe | was given certain abilities to pro- 
vide for myself on the planet, but that my real 
work is to connect with others and remind them 
that all is well. The basis of life is freedom, the 
object of life is joy, the result of life is growth. 
Thank you for your questions, it’s been fun talk- 
ing with you. D

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A MESSAGE 


On December 18, J. Michael Straczynski 
posted the following message on 
Compuserve and rastb5m (the moderated 
newsgroup) concerning the debate over 
BABYLON 5's future. 


here's been a fair amount of speculation 

and concern about the fifth season, and 
how the story is laying out to handle the pos- 
sibilities of renewal vs. no renewal. Though 
the ratings have continued to improve 
despite the shifts and changes in the syndi- 
cation marketplace - it’s a very different 
market than it was when we first debuted — 
nothing is certain yet about a fifth season. 
Some at WB say yes, some say no. My job 
is to pick my way through this minefield and 
make it all work, and assure the story end- 
ing where is was meant to end. So how does 
one do this? 

Here's the skinny. 

First, you have to understand that writing 
is a *process*, and that process is con- 
stantly changing. Ask any writer, and they'll 
tell you that many times they've been work- 
ing on a short story, or a novel, and they 
have to edit for space. This applies to both 
fiction and nonfiction writers. Sometimes it's 
done by the writer, sometimes by the editor. 
On my second novel, the editor told me at 
the halfway mark that we'd have to keep the 
book down to 100,000 words, which was 
about 75-100 pages less than I'd been plan- 
ning on, so the story had to be adjusted to 
fit. As a journalist, I've often walked into the 
office with a story in hand and been told, 
"Okay, you've got 15 column inches," or 25 
column inches, or 10 column inches . . .and 
you just learn to write to fit. Every writer 
goes through this. 

And in most cases, the average person 
never knows. Done properly, it should be 
seamless. Look at Stephen King’s The Stand, 
cut by almost 25% by the editors at first, 
then later released with all the ancillary 
material replaced. I've read both, and the 
latter is not appreciably better than the for- 
mer . . . if you didn’t know the material was 
there, you would never have missed it. 

This also happens on a per-episode basis. 
At LosCon, | showed a finished scene from 
405, and the daily of the master shot of the 
same scene, which had another minute or 
so of material cut from the finished scene. 
We cut material all the time; if you added up 
all the material cut from the third season, 
you'd have enough for almost two episodes. 
And we often slide material from one 
episode into another; we slid lvanova’s 
scenes in 402 into 403, and another scene 
from 405 into 406 . . . we've done that in 
prior seasons as well. Sometimes you go 
back and you *add* material. Again, it’s all

part of the process. 

(Interestingly enough, | just bought the 
new laserdisk of Young Frankenstein, which 
has about 15 minutes of material cut from 
the movie for time. | watched it the other 
night, and of those 15 minutes, 13 were 
easily expendable . . . only one scene was 
fairly interesting, but not really necessary.) 
Okay, so how does all this relate to B5? 

My obligation as a storyteller is to get to 
the end of the story in a satisfying way. So 
after we got the year 4 renewal, and know- 
ing that the PTEN business situation had the 
potential to impact us (when the network 
that supports you is no longer there, so now 
your entire structure is shot out from under 
you . . . you've got a problem), | looked at 
the structure for the story, and began plan- 
ning adjustments so that it could go either 
way without padding anything, and without 
shortchanging the story. 

First thing | did was to flip out the stand- 
alones, which traditionally have taken up the 
first 6 or so episodes of each season; 
between two years, that’s 12 episodes, over 
half a season right there. Then you would 
usually get a fair number of additional stand- 
alones scattered across the course of the 
season. So figure another 3-4 per season, 
say 8, that's 20 out of 44. So now you're 
left with basically 24 episodes to fill out the 
main arc of the story. 

Now, that arc is very intensive, and has 
three primary threads: the resolution of the 
Shadow war, the situation regarding Earth, 
and a series of smaller sub-threads that feed 
off those main threads. But if you charge 
right from one to the other, it’s going to feel 
rushed, you're going to need some breathing 
room between major movements, particular- 
ly after the Shadow war. Not so much stand- 
alones as episodes that let you begin to 


rearrange your pieces for the next major 
movement. So now you're back up to 
about 27. 

Okay, so *now* what do you do? The 
solution to that came in several unassociat- 
ed pieces. 

First came the word of the two B5 TV 
movies for TNT, which were envisioned as 
taking place within the arc of our main story. 
Suddenly | had 4 hours into which | could 
slide some of this material. One sub-thread 
I'd been planning on was a 3-episode arc 
that would look at how the Earth/Minbari 
War started, and Delenn’s situation at the 
start of the war, joining the Council, that 
sort of thing. Now | was able to split that 
out. So in the series | can, in an episode, get 
into Delenn’s role in the war and go into the 
background of how she got to know Dukhat, 


> how she got into the Grey Council, and so 


on... all the stuff you’d need to see prior to 
the war. Then the two hours covering the 
rest, the progress of the war itself, could be 
covered in the two-hour movie. 

With the *benefit* that we'd have a little 
more money for the movie than we would for 
two conventional hours, so we could do 
*more* in the way of EFX, production value, 
and so on, which you're going to need to 
really sell the E/M war. So strangely 
enough, and as tends to happen, this has 
put us in the position of doing it *better* 
than if I'd dropped it into two standard-bud- 
get episodes, as was my original plan. 

Another subthread wouldn't have been 
introduced until late in year 5, in part to set 
up the possibility of a sequel (which, as I've 
stated from the very earliest days of the 
show, was always in the back of my head) 
and which would stand on its own in any 
event; a thread designed to illustrate the 
notion that the duration tends to be a lot 
longer than the war. (You'll understand that 
one later.) That sub-thread would've filled 
about 3-4 episodes. 

Now, again, having the second 2-hour 
movie lets me slide that piece of story into 
that category and cover nearly all of that 
ground in doing so. The remaining material 
could (and will, one hopes) be covered in the 
actual sequel itself. (If the sequel never 
ends up going, the material will be sufficient- 
ly stand-alone to still work on its own.) 

Then, finally, you take the stand-alones you 
pulled out earlier (which nobody would miss, 
not knowing what was in them), and the final 
couple of sub-threads (not yet introduced or 
implied in the main series) and slide them 
into the sequel series, CRUSADE. 

So if we *had* to collapse everything into 
a fourth year, it would all fit perfectly. If 
word came that there *was* going to be a 
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fifth year, you commission some scripts 
early, drop some of the stand-alones back 
into the slot, and bring up the sub-threads 
that would otherwise have been transferred 
into the sequel. 

Bottom line is . . .you’re covered either 
way. You end up where you wanted to end 
up, the main threads get dealt with, sec- 
ondary or tertiary threads have other venues 
in which they can be dealt with . . . you're 
solid. 

There’s nothing particularly extraordinary 
or amazing in this . . . this is how all writers 
work, since there are always going to be 
varying constraints in length or venue. 
Writing is a process, and that process is 
such that it is infinitely variable while still pro- 
ceeding where you want it to go. 

So that’s where | am currently. If | know 
the fate of the fifth year by late February or 


early March, | can then flip either way and 
get out cleanly. Worst case scenario is that | 
might have to write alternate scenes or 
alternate endings for scenes in the last few 
episodes if the word comes much later than 
that, just to give me the flexibility to adjust 
the story in editing, which would definitely 
take place after we wrapped, at which time 
we have to have word by contract. 

None of this could've been done in three 
seasons . . . we had to have a minimum of 
four to give us the flexibility of cutting either 
way. There's no point to reading a book that 
leaves you hanging for an ending, and BS 
was meant to have an ending. At this junc- 
ture, finishing off script 15, | feel very com- 
fortable with the way all this is laying out. 
The flow is there, and | know we'll get where 
we need to. No matter what happens, we're 
covered. We can handle year 5 without 
padding, and handle year 4 without short- 
changing the storyline. Granted it took only 


slightly less planning than the invasion of 
Normandy, but it works, and that’s the cru- 
cial thing. 

Anyway . . . I've gone on for longer than I'd 
intended. | hope that this will answer some 
of the questions and concerns raised about 
the situation, and explains how you do some 
of the planning for this kind of thing. Again, 
this online experiment is about letting people 
understand the process of telling a story like 
this, and of making a TV show in general. As 
I've noted before, telling a story of this 
nature for television, with all the exigencies 
and real-life surprises involved, is like doing 
an elaborate step-dance while people are 
throwing live chickens and chainsaws at you 
. . . but | knew that would be the situation 
going in, and it was only a matter of whether 
or not the story was worth the grief involved 
in telling it. 

And it most definitely has been.

BABYLON 5 - A FAN’S CHALLENGE AND RISK 


he above title may be a little puzzling to 

some. What does she mean by that? Let 
me explain. By challenge | mean that the 
qualities that make BABYLON 5 unique 
among TV shows pose a challenge to 
a person to be a fan of the show. 
Though some may, perhaps most, do 
not take it too seriously, there are 
those of us who do. | believe BS 
demands more from an average fan 
than most TV shows do. It is there- 
fore, a risk one takes in really getting 
involved in the show. You can be 
more easily hurt by what may happen 
plot-wise than in other shows. 

For the very reason J. Michael 
Straczynski will tell you, that change 
is part of the show. It is much like life 
that way. Life shifts, we all metamor- 
phise into different people all the 
time. Time, events, can’t help but 
change you. It’s the same with B5. 
Time and events change the realities 
of the characters on BABYLON 5. 
Nothing stays static, it's a dynamic 
flow, of stories and events, that make 
up the rich tapestry of the art that is 
B5. 

And having been a fan of quite a 
few shows over the years (such as 
classic Star Trek, Beauty and the 
Beast, and Alien Nation), | feel that 
my judgement is correct when | say 
that BABYLON 5 is a unique chal- 
lenge and risk. Because you might 
lose your most beloved character, JMS takes 
every character to the limit, including the 
possibility of killing it off altogether, as with 
Kosh last season. 

It demands, | believe, more from you than 
almost any other show. To learn it, to under- 


stand its many layers, to even keep up with 
the storyline. It takes some study. It took me 
a couple of months of study to really feel 
that | had a hold of its elements. Once | did,

however, the rewards were enormous. 

The cost can be quite a bit, to your ner- 
vous system. Case in point: just a couple of 
hours ago, | finished watching “The 
Summoning’, third show of the fourth sea- 
son. lt was a pretty emotional episode for 


many reasons, the dramatic return of 
Captain Sheridan from Z’ha’dum, finding Mr. 
Garibaldi, and finding out about the Vorlons 
as well. But, personally, the G'Kar storyline 
had a huge impact on me. For per- 
sonal reasons, | have developed a 
keen interest in and love for G'Kar. 
Larger then can be easily explained 
here. So, it is quite obvious how 
hard it would be for me to take the 
suffering of G’Kar, at the hands of 
Cartagia (modeled after Caligula 
perhaps?). | was dreading it all 
week. | read about it in 7V Guide, 
and I'm glad I did... at least | was 
braced for it. Now, logically | know 
that there is an actor (a Great one) 
named Andreas Katsulas, and he 
reported that day for makeup, and 
then he went to a set, where they 
set it all up, and he may have had a 
coffee or cigarette before the whip- 
ping scene, they shot it, and he 
walked away, just fine and went 
home. But, my heart as a fan is not 
invested in Andreas, it is invested in 
the character of G'Kar, hugely. And 
when | had to witness the scene, | 
almost felt the blows. That charac- 
ter is the one | empathize with. 
Otherwise, why should | care about 
even watching. | was screaming the 
word Londo was mouthing, 
“Scream!” And when that proud 
Narn screamed, | was flooded with 
relief. And during the commercials | cried. It 
was an ordeal. | am a naturally empathetic 
person, and | almost went through the tor- 
ture with him. Not many shows, if any, will 
take you that far, will demand that much 
from you. Not knowing if that horrid Cartagia 


will get his comeuppance. Yet, here | am 
prepared to go through it, a pretty tough fan 
experience, because of what JMS has set 
up. His genius, his art, draws you in like a 
whirlpool, and pretty soon you have no 
choice. 

lt is a risk, to be a fan of this program. It 
asks more of your insight, and forbearance 
than does any other show that | have ever 
been a fan of. Just an unusual level of com- 
mitment. 

| know that our “Conceptual Consultant”, 
the always outspoken and capricious, but 
wonderful genius, Harlan Ellison, was always 
driven nuts by shows like Star Trek, which he 
felt stayed too safe and played it too cool for 
his liking. He felt that in the great story he 
wrote for Star Trek, “City on the Edge of 
Forever,” that Kirk should've been more dev- 
astated for a longer time over Edith Keeler's 
death than the show allowed him to-be. 
Harlan fights against stasis and nonmove- 
ment, which is why he's aboard and helping 
JMS along where he can. 

This program, personally, has taken on 
great significance in my life. From the quote 
of G'Kar’s | mentioned in the piece | did in 
the November newsletter which contrasted 
Roddenberry and JMS, to just many person- 
al issues, it has touched my life in unforget- 
table ways. At first, | tried to stay the 
observer by not getting involved. But when 
they tried to take over Babylon 5 in “Severed 


Dreams”, | cried when the station was under 
attack. And when Delenn showed up, it was 
incredible. | knew then that | had crossed 
the line. It’s only gotten deeper since. 

In fact, | lived through, and am still trying 
to recover from a great event which ended 
all too soon and sadly. | had a relationship 
which totally deepened me, and transformed 
me - we were both fans of B5. The relation- 
ship ended and now I've taken sanctuary on 
Babylon 5. I'm sure l'm not the only one. 

| was thinking to myself, if | could see and 
know what JMS has in store, would | look in 
the BS “bible”? | thought long and hard and 
said “NO!” I'm along for the ride, and it will 
take it all out of me, as a fan. But his genius 
makes it impossible to not follow through. 

The reason it is even an issue is that to 
most, TV is escapist fare — just something to 
watch, be amused by, and shut off. Look at 
Seinfeld, a show about nothing, in its fifth or 
sixth season. Most of TV is like that, pretty 
dismal fare. Except if you like that, pretty dis- 
mal fare. Except if you like NYPD Blue or the 
like, but, | tire of crime shows. There’s ER, 
but I've seen better medical shows, such as 
St. Elsewhere, the one that Stephen Furst 
was in. That was great. It had heart and 
intelligence, and was a little off the beaten 
path. Look around, BABYLON 5 is head 
and shoulders above all of them - in what 
JMS has to say, and the way he chooses to 
Say it. 


B5 fans must be willing to go the extra 
mile, because you have little choice. It isn’t 
brain candy. lt has worth and meaning. 

If | could say anything to the Great Maker, 
| would just tell him to try and be a little sen- 
sitive to our poor nerve endings. But, keep it 
up, and more than anything, thank you for 
persisting and not giving up on your dream 
for this show. It’s worth all your blood, 
sweat, and our tears. l'm along for the ride, 
wherever it takes me and all of us. 

BABYLON 5, ultimately, is a challenge to a 
fan, to one’s intelligence, to one’s nervous 
system, to an apathetic TV audience, and to 
programming that is less than it could be. | 
extend my thanks and love to J. Michael 
Straczynski, to Bruce Boxleitner, Jerry Doyle, 
Claudia Christian, Richard Biggs, Mira 
Furlan, Bill Mumy, Pat Tallman, Michael 
O'Hare, Andrea Thompson, Stephen Furst, 
Jason Carter, and Jeff Conaway. With spe- 
cial mention to Andreas Katsulas and Peter 
Jurasik, who both should be owners of 
Emmys by now. And to the entire creative 
team that puts it all on the screen. You are 
all extraordinary. I'll be getting on the roller 
coaster ride you give me, and will do so glad- 
ly. | accept the challenge and the risk. Maybe 
that’s the message JMS is trying to send to 
all of us, to do that, if at all possible, in ones 


own life. €

Marcus breaks free and finds her unconscious down a 
hallway.

Marcus, who is in 
Medlab with Stephen Franklin, explains that the unconscious woman was 
being chased by men who were being paid to find her. 

Garibaldi visits the confined G'Kar. G'Kar tells him that he has been 
doing a lot of meditating and has been writing down all his thoughts, 

“|. . the War, the fall of Narn, and what must be done to correct it.” 

Garibaldi explains to Sheridan that he was responsible for having the 
woman, Dr. Mary Kirkish, brought to the station in hope that she would 
support something that he saw when he lived on Mars. He had enlisted 
help from Marcus and the Rangers to find her. 

When Kirkish comes to she reports that she has been working for 
Interplanetary Expeditions for 12 years. During an archeological dig at 
Syria Planum on Mars seven years ago a sonic probe located something 
unusual 300 feet below the surface. lt took them several weeks of digging 
to partially unearth a Shadow ship, which appeared to have been buried 
1000 years ago. 

She is concerned that the reports of Earth not having information on 
the mysterious ship is false. Only a handful of people know of what fol- 
lowed - most are either dead or missing. In the process of digging out 
the ship one worker had touched it and died instantly. The workers were 
ordered to stop working and were moved two miles away. They watched 
unmarked shuttles travel back and forth to the site. One day another 
Shadow ship was seen flying to the site. It hovered over the site and 
appeared to have dug the other craft out, which screeched as it broke 
free from its hold. They were warned not to speak to anyone about what 
they had witnessed. 

Garibaldi had seen part of the activity when he was doing a shuttle run. 
When he had returned to the site all that he found was a damaged Psi 
Corp pin. 

Kirkish was recently called to work a site on Jupiter's moon Ganymede 
where another ship was found. Kirkish is sure that someone on Earth is 
planning to take this ship back and use its technology against other races. 
That someone is also trying to stop her from giving out this information. 

Delenn will have Kirkish protected in Minbari space. Franklin fears that 
Earth and the Psi Corp are working with the Shadows. 

Sheridan takes off his Earth Alliance pin before he meets with Delenn. 
He expresses his concern to her that Clark might get hold of the Shadow 
ship. The two decide to take the White Star into Earth space and find the 
ship. Sheridan leaves his uniform and all traces of identification behind, 
just incase he gets caught. 

The Nightwatch on the station meet and the leader reports that Earth 
has been sold out by its citizens with liable attacks on its government. He 


describes it as a prelude to invasion and demands that Earth needs to be 
told about traitors found on Babylon 5. 

Zack Allen gets upset and fears that everyone on the station will be put 
under surveillance. It is explained that Nightwatch members and com- 
manding officers will only be watched if there is any suspicion. Another 
member asks, “Does anyone know where the captain is?” 

After traveling two days through hyperspace the White Star enters 
Earth space. They pick up a transmission which explains that a human is 
about to enter the Shadow ship on Ganymede. The White Star picks up a 
visual of the Shadow ship coming to life. The craft breaks out of its enclo- 
sure and starts firing wildly. Delenn remarks that the Shadow vessel uses 
living beings to become fully operational — this merging was not handled 
properly. 

The ship breaks out of Ganymede’s atmosphere. Sheridan orders for 
the White Star to fire on it. He is hoping to lure it to Jupiter. Once inside 
Jupiter's atmosphere the Shadow ship would not be able to escape its 
extreme pressure. The White Star's hull begins to buckle as it enters the 
gaseous atmosphere. Lennier gives the ship full power and reverses the 
White Star, barely escaping doom. The Shadow ship tries to follow but 
crumbles from the pressure. 

As they try to exit the atmosphere the Agamemnon fires on them, 
telling them to surrender. Delenn cautiously orders Lennier to open a 
jump point, which may ignite the hydrogen rich atmosphere. If they can 
get close enough to the edge of space the damage will be minimal. They 
successfully jump and head back to Babylon 5. “We will be back this way 
again . . . one way or another. We will finish this,” Sheridan remarks to 
Delenn. 

ISN reports that an unidentified alien ship attacked Ganymede and was 
chased to Jupiter by the Agamemnon before being destroyed. 

Zack meets with the Nightwatch leader. Zack is told that the captain 
was gone for four days and that Garibaldi most be covering up where he 
went. He asks Zack to find out what is going on. Zack looks at his 
Nightwatch armband and seems to reconsider his responsibility. 

Another ISN story reports that Clark has declared martial law on 
Earth. A reason will be given at a later time.

Bee reprimands Vir for being too accurate with his report on Minbari 
culture — he should portray them as a less civilized culture. As Vir gets 
upset with Londo's revisions Londo gets a report that Lady Morella will be 
stopping by to visit, on her way to Ragesh 3, so that Londo could give her 
a tour of the station. Morella, who is the third wife of the deceased 
Emperor Turhan, is a prophetess. 

Lt. General O'Reilly reports to Sheridan that President Clark issued an 
executive order that has dissolved the Senate. The situation on Earth is 
setting off riots. He warns him, “Everything's gone to hell John, you're on 
your own.” The transmission ends as the Elite Guard fires on the Senate 
building. 

On C&C Sheridan announces to the staff that Clark has placed Earth 
under martial law, Mars and lo have been put under similar restrictions, 
and communication to Earth is blacked-out except for Gold Channel mes- 
sages. Lt. Corwin asks, “How did this happen, what did we do wrong?” 
Sheridan has no explanation. 

Garibaldi tells Sheridan and Ivanova that General Hague is setting up a 
counter strike against Clark. Garibaldi believes that Hague, who was 
Sheridan's main contact on Earth, may be on his way to Babylon 5. 

An ISN story reports that Clark is asking for all citizens to surrender. 

Garibaldi releases G'Kar from prison early since he can't afford to 
waste his men guarding him. 

Londo explains to Vir that he has been planning to meet Morella for 
months. He needs to know, “. . . if the grand destiny | see before me is 
what is, or what might be.” He is hoping that she will tell him that it 
won't happen. 


Sheridan gets a message from General 
Smits letting him know that the Political Officer 
has place the Nightwatch in charge of security 
on B5. 

G'Kar meets Ta’Lon waiting for him outside 
of his quarters, he has been waiting for him 
since he has been incarcerated. 

Zack attends a Nightwatch meeting where 
security officers are being issued Nightwatch 
armbands. Some officers refuse to participate 
in the change of authority. 

Meanwhile, Sheridan tries to keep Garibaldi 
from breaking up the meeting. 

Morella asks Londo why he really wanted 
her to visit. “I need you to see for me.” She 
agrees to honor his request before she leaves. 

Zack takes a break from the Nightwatch 
sign-in. He catches up with Garibaldi in the hall and tries to persuade him 
against going into the meeting. Garibaldi brushes him aside and enters the 
room. He tries to convince the officers not to turn away from him, instead 
he is relieved of his position and Zack is put in charge of security. 

G'Kar speaks to Ta’Lon of his revelation. He tries to explain that to find 
salvation for Narns they must sacrifice their people. 

Sheridan receives an order from Earth Alliance which immediately 
declares martial law on Babylon 5. Their is no word from Hague yet. 

Morella is taken for a tour of the station. On a screen in the Zocalo ISN 
reports that Earth Force cruisers are firing on the Alexander, which is 
being commanded by Hague. Nightwatch members try to break up the 
crowd that is forming and a riot breaks out. Sheridan's voice can be heard 
coming out of the PA system, announcing that a curfew will be in effect. 

Sheridan replays the transmission from Smits. He concentrates on the 
part of the message where Smits says, “respect the chain of command.” 

G'Kar enters C&C and approaches Ivanova with an idea. . . 

... Zack arrives at his quarters and finds G'Kar, Ivanova, and Garibaldi 
waiting for him. Sheridan comes from behind and orders him to get it. 

Morella is tending Vir's wounds that he received when he was defending 
her and Londo when the melee in the Zocalo broke out. Londo hands her a 
cloth, and in the process touches her hand. She has a vision of an elderly 
Londo coughing. 

Zack reports to the Nightwatch leader and tells him that he was in a 
meeting with G'Kar, Sheridan, and Garibaldi. He reports that a ship will be 
docking at Bay 9, carrying several hundred Narns who were ordered by 
Sheridan to replace the Nightwatch. The Narns must be caught before 
they can organize. 

While the Nightwatch prepares for the docking ship G'Kar asks the 
Narns on the station for their help. Sheridan is in his quarters

arming himself. 

The Nightwatch heads towards the Customs Bay only to find that it was 
a trap - the doors come down, locking them in. Zack barely escapes the 
closing doors. 

Sheridan charges them with conspiracy to mutiny and disobeying the 
chain of command since the order for the Nightwatch to take over security 
came from the Political Office, which is a civilian agency that is outside the 
chain of direct command. All orders effecting military personnel must 
come from within the military hierarchy - a senator and governor or 
Political Officer can not give a direct order. 

Since revised orders may take several days to come through due to the 
lack of communication, this would only be a temporary solution to the 
Nightwatch problem. Franklin asks if the lack of station security would also 
be a problem. Just then G'Kar enters with Narns that are ready to volun- 
teer as security for the station. 

Morella confides to Londo, “You have a chance few others will have. You 
still have three opportunities to avoid the fire that waits for you at the end 
of your journey, You have already wasted two others. You must save the 
eye that does not see. You must not kill the one who is already dead. And 
at the last, you must surrender yourself to your greatest fear. . . knowing 
that it will destroy you. And if you have failed all the others, that is your 
final chance for redemption.” Londo is confused, she replies that he should 
look for it as it is revealed. She also tells him that he will be emperor, but 
Vir will also be emperor. Vir starts to laugh - she tells him that it is a 
prophecy. “One of you will become emperor after the other one is dead.” 

The Nightwatch surrenders. Sheridan thanks G'Kar for his help. Since 
the Narns have helped with security the crime rate on the station is down. 
In exchange G'Kar wants in, he wants to join the cause. Sheridan tells him 
that he has to talk it over with the others. 

A report announces that four of the five cruisers that defected to 
General Hague have been shot down.
